Atthough the attorney general has 
delivered no formal opinion as to the 
power of thie sserbtary of the treasury. 
over thé resumption of specie payment, 
yet it is understood that ha holds that 
resumption cannot legally be attempted 
before Janudry 1; 1879, und it is also 
understood that Secretary Sherman 
will act in accordance, with this opinion 
of the chief law-officer of the govern~ 


ment. There will therefore be no for- 


mal announcemént of resumption de- 
fore the date fixed by the resumption 
act, and no payment of coin for green- 
backs at the treasury before that time. 
But Secretary ‘Sherman bas set 
his heart on resumption, and it is as- 
sertéed that he will take several steps 
for the purpose of securing a practical 
equivalency of value es between gold 
and greenbacks. The popular idea of 
resumption has always been an extin- 
guishment of the premium on gold, and 
if Secretary Sherman can. accomplish 
that much, be will doubtless claim the 
honor of having instituted specie pay- 
ments. 

His new plan is said to consist in an 
indiscriminate psyment at an early day 
of the cnrrent expenditures of the gov- 
ernment in silver, gold and greenbacks. 
Instructions, it is said, have already 
been sent to the sub-treasuries to pay 
out the silver dollars in exchange for $1 
and $2 greenbaces and national bank 


notes, and to introdues them into gen- 


eral circulation by using them in pay- 
ment of small sume instead of paying 
out notes: The next step will bé to 
pay out the small gold coins— probably 
the $1, $2 50, and 55 pieces —in many 
cases of coin disbursements, (such as 
redemption of coupons held at home.) 
This will open the round to the circula- 
tion of these small gold coins, particu- 


larly as there is a good deal of sam~ 


plaint in business circles 
of an  ineufficiency® “of “the 
$1 and $2 notes. The gold ‘coins will 
be hoarded at frst, as the new silver 
coins were à year ago, but after a short 
time they will get into circulation, to- 
gether with a good part of the private 
hoard that is known to exist, As the 
present premium on a $5 coin transac.
